GENERAL REMARKS. 

There have been in the aggregate «one hundred seventy-seven 
weeks of school the past vear at a total expense of eight hundred 
eighteen dollars and forty-one centr. The average daily attend- 
ance has been seventy-one, making the cost of tuition for each 
scholar eleven dollars and fifty-three cents. ‘The whole number of 
different scholars who have attended two or more weeks is eighty- 
four, thirty-five being girls, and forty-nine boys, it being five less 
than last year. | 

Number between the age of five and fifteen who have not at- 
tended any school is two. Number of visits by parents, citizens 
and others was two hundred eighty-four, of which number one hun- 
dred twenty-two were at No. 8. All of the schools except one have 
been under the instruction of female teachers, and as far as your 
board know, have, in a majority of cases, been a success. 

One great hindrance to your board in procuring more experi- 
enced teachers is that the school fund is not large enough to admit 
of paying as high wages as adjoining towns, consequently many 
teachers of experience can get schools in other places where the 
remuneration is greater,, and we are left to procure such teachers 


_~ +Absent on account of sickness second term. 
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as we can with the means in our hands. Each one should remem- 
ber that money rightly expended in the education of the rising gen- 
eration is sn investment that will pay a greater per cent. of interest 
than any savings institution that was ever incorporated. 

Parents, if you would have your children honored and respected, 
do all in your power to give them a good education, and encourage 
them in every way possible in their school work. If possible fur- 
nish them with good interesting books to read, suchas will have a 
tendency to elevate and stimulate them to be something in the world. 
Show your interest in their welfare by visiting the scbool room. 
‘There is not a person in town who would engage a person to do a 
piece of work, but: would visit him occasionally to see that it was 
done right, yet we regret to say that there are many in town who 
let manual labor and their business so occupy their time that they 
do not visit the school room from one year’s end to another. 

One other matter we would recommend, and that is, that some 
arrangement be made whereby the financial report of the schools 
may be printed so each voter can have a copy for reference. 

In closing this the sixth annual report of your visiting committee, 
and third of the School Board, we wish to thank the scholars for 
the interest they have taken in their studies; the teachers for the 
respect they have shown, and their faithfulness ; and the parents for 
the unanimous support they have given us in the discharge of our 
duties as school officers of the iown of Newury.
